Iran holds 
British 
Embassy 
staffers 



conflict Iran has detained 
several local British 
Embassy staff, sparking a 
new conflict with Britain 
yesterday that under¬ 
scored the hardline leader¬ 
ship’s effort to blame post¬ 
election unrest on foreign 
powers, not popular anger. 

British Foreign Secretaiy 
David Miliband demanded 
the release of all the staff 
still held and said his Eu¬ 
ropean Union colleagues 
had agreed to a “strong, 
collective response” to any 
such “harassment and in¬ 
timidation” against EU 
missions. 

Supreme Leader Ayatol¬ 
lah Ali Khamenei 
denounced what he called 
“interfering statements” 
by Western officials 
following the disputed 
presidential election on 
June 12. 

“If the (Iranian) nation 
and officials are 
unanimous and united, 
then the temptations of 
international ill-wishers 
and interfering and cruel 
politicians will no longer 
have an impact,” state ra¬ 
dio quoted him as saying. 

The West is at odds with 
Iran over its nuclear 
programme, as well as its 
handling of the unrest. 

The United States, 
Britain and their allies 
have long urged Tehran to 
quit uranium enrichment, 
which they suspect is 
aimed at bomb-making. 
Iran says its programme is 
wholly peaceful. 

The streets of Tehran 
have sunk back into a 
sullen calm since riot po¬ 
lice and religious Basij 
militia crushed huge 
demonstrations in which 
at least 20 people were 
killed. 

“Eveiybody is depressed, 
everybody is afraid,” said 
one Mousavi voter in his 
20s in northern Tehran.

The rest of the world, 
Roland Pemberton says, is 
slowly learning we’re 
more than just oil, 4x4s 
and hockey. 

“People are still getting 
over the shock that there 
are black people and rap in 
Canada too,” said Edmon¬ 
ton’s poet laureate, also 
known as Cadence Weapon. 

In a few days, fireworks 
will light up skies above 
Canadian cities, in celebra¬ 
tion of our country’s 142nd 
birthday. For Pemberton, 
whose lyrics are one of the 
Great White North’s hottest 
exports, the reasons to cele¬ 
brate are music to his ears. 

“This is, traditionally, not 
an artistic place to grow up. 
It’s indoctrined to go work 
on the rigs — there’s sort of 
a bias toward that industry 
here,” he said. “There’s a 
brain drain for Edmonton 
artists who want to leave 
because there’s no opportu-

nity and respect here. The 
fact that I’m in the position 
I am is representative of the 
fact that artists can make it 
here.” 

Pemberton’s two-year 
term as poet laureate offi¬ 
cially begins on Canada Day. 

Comparing the country’s 
art scene and culture to the 
rest of the world, he says 
Canadian unity is the tie 
that binds the country and 
stamps it unique among 
other nations. 

In his rhymes about the 
beauty of Edmonton’s river 
valley and issues facing 
youth in the 780, he feels 
the creative landscape of 
our country has evolved to 
a destination point for in¬ 
ternational travellers. 

“People used to think 
Canada meant Barenalced 
Ladies,” he said. “We’re 
making music now in a re¬ 
ally creative period — I feel 
like we’re in the ’70s all 
over again.”

Abousfian Abdelrazik was 
five hours into a flight 
from Abu Dhabi to Toronto 
when he looked up from 
behind his glasses in the 
front row of the darkened 
cabin and smiled. 

He nodded and intro¬ 
duced himself but he would 
save all his other words for 
when he stepped onto Cana¬ 
dian soil. 

“This is a personal and 
momentous occasion for 
him,” his lawyer Yavar 
Hameed said by way of ex¬ 
plaining the silence of his 
client, whom the federal 
government repatriated un¬ 
der fire yesterday after he 
had to sleep on a cot in the 
weight room of the Canadi¬ 
an Embassy in Khartoum, 
Sudan, for more than a year. 

Abdelrazik had roused 
Hameed from his slumber 
in the seat beside him with

dan in 2003 to visit his sick 
mother and was arrested 
and held by Sudanese au¬ 
thorities on two occasions.

In the last eight years, 
same-sex marriage has be¬ 
come legal in seven 
countries. The first 
ceremonies were 
performed in the Nether¬ 
lands in 2001. Belgium fol¬ 
lowed in 2003, Canada 
and Spain in 2005 and 
South Africa in 2006. 

The most recent coun¬ 
tries to allow it are Norway, 
which introduced the law 
in 2008, and Sweden, in 
May of this year. Same-sex 
marriage is recognized, but 
not performed in Israel, 
Aruba, the Netherlands An¬ 
tilles, Washington, D.C., 
and New York state. 

“This train is moving. In 
fact it’s unstoppable,” says 
Cary Johnson, executive di¬ 
rector of the International 



Gay and Lesbian Human 
Rights Commission, based 
in New York City. 

Johnson notes, however, 
that there has been back¬ 
lash by some governments. 
“Latvia, Congo, and Uganda 
have passed constitutional 
amendments banning 
same-sex marriage, even 
though such marriages 
were already technically 
impossible in these coun¬ 
tries. The East African na¬ 
tion of Burundi just imple¬ 
mented a law criminalizing 
homosexuality.” 

For gay, lesbian, bisexual 
and transgender people, 
the battle for same-sex mar¬ 
riage is emblematic for the 
struggle for equality, notes 
Johnson. “What could be

more human than to want 
to have your primary rela¬ 
tionship recognized by the 
state and society?” he says. 

Many countries that 
don’t recognize gay mar¬ 


riage allow civil unions and 
registered partnerships. 
Denmark was the first to 
grant same-sex civil part¬ 
nerships in 1989 with most 
of the same rights as mar¬ 


riage. In Croatia, partners 
who have shared a resi¬ 
dence for at least three 
years are recognized as a 
civil union. Finland has of¬ 
fered registered partner¬ 
ship benefits since 2001, 
but partners cannot take on 
surnames or adopt. Ger¬ 
mans have been able to reg¬ 
ister as partners since 2001 
and rights include second 
parent adoption. 

Icelanders have had regis¬ 
tered partnerships since 
1996 with the full rights of 
marriage, including adop¬ 
tion. In Portugal, unregis¬ 
tered civil unions have 
been extended to same-sex 
couples since 2001 as long 
as they have been living to¬ 
gether for two years. 

The U.K.’s Civil Partner¬ 
ship Act has allowed regis¬ 
tered same-sex couples all 
the rights of married cou¬ 
ples since 2005. 


Honduran army 
ousts president 

military The Honduran 
army ousted leftist 
President Manuel Zelaya 
and exiled him yesterday, 
after he upset the army by 
trying to seek another 
term in office. 

Troops came for Zelaya, 
an ally of Venezuelan Pres¬ 
ident Hugo Chavez, 
around dawn and took 
him from his home. 

Chavez said he would do 
everything necessary to 
abort the coup. He added 
he would respond militari¬ 
ly if his envoy to Honduras 
was killed or kidnapped.

InTransit 



It seems like I’ve been walk¬ 
ing instead of riding lately. 
With the extra time to 
think, I can’t help but won¬ 
der if we could walk a lot 
less if we were willing to 
walk a little more. 

Transit is not a taxi, but 
it’s still tempting to call for 
more stops along more 
routes. After all, if there 


were stops eveiywhere there 
would be no reason to walk. 

But I think the problem 
could be too many stops and 
routes, not too few. It’s just 
not worth riding anything 
shorter than a couple kilo¬ 
metres or making that last, 
short connection. 

Near home I may know 
which bus to hop on, but 
otherwise it’s faster to walk 
than to figure out which bus 
goes where, from where, 
and when — let alone wait 
and ride it. 

This partly results from 
the confusion of multiple 
meandering routes, all 
coloured blue or pink on sys¬ 
tem maps. It’s like I’ve been 


served a plate of spaghetti 
but have to figure out where 
the noodles go before I can 
eat it. 

As for the length of the 
ride, more routes without 
more buses mean low fre¬ 
quencies. Unsurprisingly, 
more stops mean more 
stops, which can represent 
up to a fifth of travel time. 

It’s not much slower to 
board four people than two, 
nor does it affect the time 
spent slowing down, steer¬ 
ing, and speeding up to navi¬ 
gate in and out of stops only 
to hit the next red light. 

After walking several 
blocks to get to that perfect 
route, the bus could now be 


so late and slow that I might 
as well walk the rest of the 
way. 

Until we see a system 
overhaul, you could tiy a lit¬ 
tle habit I’ve adopted: If the 
bus stops at the stop before 
yours, consider getting off 
there or even waiting at a 
busier stop nearby. 

We might not all enjoy 
walking, but it’s good exer¬ 
cise. Besides, if there’s the 
possibility of faster trips, I’m 
about willing to tiy anything 
at this point.

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Drought latest blow to 
Alberta cattle farmers 


Drought could force farm¬ 
ers in Alberta to thin their 
herds further in a desper¬ 
ate attempt to stay in busi¬ 
ness, the latest blow to a 
reeling industry. 

Alberta’s 1.8 5-million- 
head herd of beef cattle will 
likely shrink by at least 10 
per cent and as much as 28 
per cent this year, said 
Kevin Boon, vice-chairman 
of the Alberta Beef Produc¬ 
ers. A cold spring topped by 
drought has stunted pas¬ 
ture growth, but the biggest 
concern is a shortage of 
winter feed, he said. 

Multiple late frosts this 
spring damaged the hay 
crop that farmers bale and 
save for winter. 

Some farmers have had 
to graze their cattle on hay- 
land because of the poor

condition of pastures. 

“We’re in very serious 
trouble,” said Boon, who 
raises 100 head of cattle 
west of Edmonton. 

The price of hay, current¬ 
ly $60 to $70 per ton, could 
double this year, Boon said, 
but short supply is a bigger 
concern than price. 
Saskatchewan is also coping 
with drought and poor pas¬ 
ture growth. 

Alberta’s beef herd has 
declined 11 per cent in the 


past year as the industiy 
struggles with a slump that 
began with export markets 
closing due to detection of 
mad cow disease in 2003. 

More recently, exports in¬ 
to the United States have 
weakened with American 
countiy-of-origin labeling 
laws. Cattle farmers are al¬ 
ready borrowing against 
their equity to stay afloat, 
while smaller producers 
have been liquidating their 
herds altogether, Boon said. 

“We’ve gone through six, 
seven years of turmoil and 
it's taken a huge tax on the 
producer. There’s no profit 
in it. A lot of guys are frus¬ 
trated and are at the point 
where (they say) We can’t 
make it anymore, we’ll 
move on to something that 
looks less risky.’” reuters

Minor change, big effect

s we enjoyed the 
first official week 
of summer, in 
many parts of 
Canada it finally 
felt like summer. Around 
Toronto, it certainly 
smelled like summer down 
by the lake. Trillions of 
small green cells began 
washing ashore and rot¬ 
ting. 

This large slug of bio¬ 
mass, whatever does not 
wash ashore, will eventual¬ 
ly sink and rot there, re¬ 
moving oxygen from the 
deeper water. In extreme 
cases, this can cause fish 
kills. 

Of course these blooms 
do not happen as often as 
they did 40 years ago. 

The frequency of these 
blooms and the nuisance 
they caused back then cre¬ 
ated the impetus for legis¬ 
lation protecting our wa¬ 
ters. 


Improving water quality 
was a major driver in the 
creation of the United 
States’ Environmental Pro¬ 
tection Agency. 

With phosphorus 

banned from many deter¬ 
gents and better regulation 
of point source discharges, 
water quality improved 
dramatically. 

Water became clearer 
and lakes became swim- 
mable again. 

But over the past 10 to 
15 years, we have seen a 
new increase in the fre¬ 
quency of these blooms. 

The problem is that all of 
the phosphorus discharged 
into the lakes before is still 
there. 

A wave of invasive 
species appear to alter 
their new environment in 
a way that favours these 
blooms by making phos¬ 
phorus from the sediments 
relatively more available. 

So, what can be done? 
Well, what we can and are 
doing is frying to turn off 
the faucet. 

New federal restrictions 
will further limit phospho¬ 
rus in detergents. When 
first announced, many 
complained about the in¬ 
convenience of spots on 
their wineglasses. In Cana¬ 
da, the government may 


not interfere in the bed¬ 
room, but seemed hell¬ 
bent on wrecking dinner 
parties. 

Since then, many suppli¬ 
ers have already reduced 
or eliminated phosphorus 
from dishwashing deter¬ 
gent. 

The other target for re¬ 
duction has to be non¬ 
point sources. Many juris¬ 
dictions have or are imple¬ 
menting nutrient manage¬ 
ment plans to reduce in¬ 
puts from larger discharg¬ 
ers, primarily affecting 
agriculture. 

But where you can help 
is in reducing the use of 
lawn fertilizers. 

That is a major source of 
nutrient loading that could 
be curbed immediately. 

With many ecological 
challenges we feel power¬ 
less. 

Here’s an example 
where a minor change in 
our behaviour could have a 
dramatic positive impact 
with no cost and only mi¬ 
nor inconvenience. 

If we can’t get it together 
on this one, the greater 
challenges are pretty hope¬ 
less.

Keeping hearts beating is 
Dr. Mark Peterson’s calling. 

The Winnipeg-born heart 
surgeon, who averages 
more than 250 surgeries per 
year at St. Michael’s Hospi¬ 
tal in Toronto, says despite 
the long hours, long surger¬ 
ies and intense professional 
challenge, he wouldn’t do 
anything else in the world. 

“I feel very lucky to say I 
love my job — there’s noth¬ 
ing else that I’d rather do. If 
I won the lottery, I would 
continue to work because 
being in the operating 


room, to me, is not work,” 
Peterson said. 

Peterson says what moti¬ 
vates him most is the desire 
to continually improve the 
field of cardiac surgery with 
new techniques, new ap¬ 
proaches and new solutions 
to old problems. 

“There’s always that pres¬ 
sure to make us get better, 
to innovate. We’re in an era 
now where things are 
changing all the time — 
new imaging techniques 
and less invasive methods 
are getting people out of 
hospital sooner. As technol¬ 
ogy improves and we get 
better, people’s expecta¬ 
tions get better,” Peterson 
said. 

Peterson has already per¬ 
formed 500 heart surgeries 
in his two years of practice 
at St. Michael’s. While the 


hearts, one by one

vast majority are pre¬ 
planned, carefully orches¬ 
trated affairs, he does take 
on emergency surgeries 
when needed. 

In one particularly mem¬ 


orable case last December, 
Peterson got a call about an 
otherwise healthy man in 
his 50s who was dying from 
an aortic dissection — the 
same condition which 


s killed actor John Ritter so 
| suddenly. Peterson raced to 
| the operating room and 
| quickly realized there was 
2 no time for a CT scan as the 
| sac around the man’s heart 
° was rapidly filling with 
I blood, threatening to suffo¬ 
cate it. Once he began sur¬ 
gery, Peterson realized the 
tear in the man’s heart was 
much worse than expected, 
forcing him to make an in¬ 
stant decision to perform a 
full reconstruction of one of 
the heart’s main structures 
(an aortic arch) — an opera¬ 
tion which, on a good day, is 
so complicated that many 
surgeons don’t perform it. 

Peterson went ahead and 
the operation was so suc¬ 
cessful, the man left hospi¬ 
tal hardly a week later and 
is doing very well. Moments 
like that are what convince 


Peterson he picked the 
right career. 

“We pulled this guy out of 
the grave. I’m pretty proud 
about that one. All that cul¬ 
mination of your training 
and expertise to make 
somebody better — it’s 
hard to describe why it’s so 
satisfying, so rewarding, but 
it is,” Peterson said. 

If the thought of cardiac 
surgery scares you, maybe 
it’s time to start living a 
healthier lifestyle. 

“My advice is fairly sim¬ 
ple — do everything you 
can do to avoid having to 
see me. It’s ultimately a 
matter of life and death.”

ecently, Jane Steele 
Moore spent time 
on the phone with 
a Toyota dealer¬ 
ship. Staff there 
sold one of her clients a car 
three years ago, and now 
one of the airbags was 
faulty. 

The dealer was refusing 
to pay for a replacement. 

To get a fairer deal, she 
boned up on airbags by do¬ 
ing research and contacting 
Transport Canada. After 
considerable time negotiat¬ 
ing, she got the car compa¬ 
ny to pay for the $500 
airbag — her client had to 
shell out for labour. 

“I was appalled, quite 
frankly, about this one,” 
says Steele Moore. 

A typical tale for an ex¬ 
pert in consumer com¬ 
plaints. 

Steele Moore, 57, began 
her professional life study-

ing early childhood educa¬ 
tion, where she learned a 
lot about human nature. 
But she soon started work¬ 
ing in business. 

She’s been in customer 
service; she’s also worked 
with the Royal Bank’s insur¬ 
ance division, trained peo¬ 
ple in call centres and done 
marketing. 

For eight years, she 
worked as a freelance con¬ 
sultant. She enjoyed it, but 
kept thinking that cus¬ 
tomer complaints rarely got 
their due, and someone 
should do something about 
it. She knew consumers of-

ten got too emotionally in¬ 
volved in their service or 
product problems with a 
company, plus they rarely 
knew how the complaints 
process worked. The end re¬ 
sult was often frustrating. 

Nine moths ago, Steele 
Moore put her idea into 
practice. She launched 
Complaints Are Us in Toron¬ 
to with a small staff, most 
of whom work at home. 

She and her team — she 
calls them concierges, while 
she’s the chief complaints 
officer — tackle product or 
service complaints on be¬ 
half of clients. While Steele 


Moore won’t take on issues 
of a legal or medical nature, 
she’s overturned faulty 
credit ratings and got re¬ 
turns on defective mattress¬ 
es, to name a few. 

Potential clients start by 
filling out a three-page form 
outlining their problem and 
giving authorization for 
Complaints Are Us to deal 
with it. Once it’s faxed in or 
emailed, Steele Moore or 
one of her 25 concierges 
pick up the phone or start 
writing a letter to get ac¬ 
tion. 

Staff constantly debrief 
each other on the process, 
and they’re always sharing 
tips on how to solve com¬ 
plaint problems and find 
the best person to talk to. 

Talking with customer 
service reps tiying to get re¬ 
bates, exchanges and apolo¬ 
gies, Steele Moore finds 
she’s drawing on a huge 
range of skills she’d picked 
up in her previous jobs. 

“I’m using more of my re¬ 
search and negotiating 
skills than I’ve used in the 
past,” she says.

Police talk to Jackson doc 


A second police interview 
with the doctor caring for 
pop star Michael Jackson 
the day he died yielded no 
information suggesting 
the physician committed a 
crime, the Los Angeles 
Times reported yesterday. 

The Times said an un¬ 
named source close to the 
police investigation told 
the newspaper the second 
interview with Dr. Conrad 
Murray revealed “no red 
flag” indicating criminal 
wrongdoing or the cause of 
death. 

“Investigators say the 
doctor is in no way a sus¬ 
pect and remains a witness 
to this tragedy,” a spokes¬ 
woman for the law firm 
representing Murray said 
in a statement that was is¬ 
sued late Saturday after the 
second interview. 

Murray, who rode in the 


ambulance from Jackson’s 
home to a hospital after 
the singer had suffered car¬ 
diac arrest Thursday, 
helped police “identify the 
circumstance around the 
death ... and clarified some 
inconsistencies,” said the 
statement from the law 
firm Stradely, Chernoff & 
Alford. 

The second meeting be¬ 
tween police and Murray, 
who has offices in Houston 
and Las Vegas, lasted three 
hours. 

Also yesterday, White 
House adviser David Axel¬ 
rod told NBC news televi¬ 
sion show Meet the Press 
that U.S. President Barack 
Obama had written to Jack¬ 
son’s family expressing his 
condolences.

Turkish Bread 
with Feta and 
Vegetables 

INGREDIENTS: 

4 tomatoes, diced 
1/4 cup (50 ml) tomato 
paste 

2 garlic cloves, crushed 
1 Turkish bread, halved 
horizontally 
1 tbsp (15 ml) finely 
chopped fresh rosemary 
1 tsp (5 ml) fennel seeds 
1/4 cup (50 ml) olive oil 
1 eggplant, thinly sliced 
widthways 

1 red pepper, deseeded 
and cut into thin strips 
1 yellow pepper, deseeded 
and cut into thin strips 
1 tbsp (15 ml) cider 
vinegar 

1 tsp (5 ml) sugar 
6 scallions, halved width- 
ways and cut into strips 
3-1/2 oz (100 g) feta 
cheese, drained and finely 
crumbled 

METHOD: 

1. Heat oven to 460 F (240 
C). Mix tomatoes, tomato 
paste and half the crushed 
garlic in large bowl. 
Spread over bread and set 
aside. In same bowl, com¬ 
bine rosemary, fennel 
seeds, olive oil and 
remaining garlic. 

2. Lay eggplant slices and 
pepper strips on baking 


tray and brush sparingly 
with herb oil mixture. 
Bake 8 minutes until slices 
are just beginning to soft¬ 
en. Turn and bake further 
8 minutes. Remove from 
oven and reduce tempera¬ 
ture to 425 F (220 C). 

3. Stir cider vinegar and 
sugar into remaining oil. 
Add scallions and some 
pepper to season. Add pep¬ 
per strips and mix well. 

4. Top bread with half the 
mixed pepper mixture, 
cover with overlapping 
eggplant slices, then pile 
remaining pepper mixture 
on top, drizzling over re¬ 
maining herb oil from 
bowl. Place bread on bak¬ 
ing tray that was used for 
roasting vegetables. Top 
with feta, pressing down 
lightly with fork, and bake 
10-15 minutes until feta is 
golden and vegetables are 
browned. Cut each piece 
of bread into four and 
serve two pieces per por¬ 
tion.
